While most students were busy enjoy- 
ing their summers, junior interior design 
major Myra Guerra spent two weeks 
updating a single square inch of the Cal 
State Long Beach campus model. 

The 10-year overdue update and re- 
furbishment of the model took Guerra, 
junior interior design major Nicole 
Makari, junior general design major 
Brenda Castillejos and design profes- 
sor Jeffrey Adair two months to com- 
plete. 

“CSULB has done this kind of thing 
before, but we had to outsource it, so 
we left it off for years,” CSULB Presi- 
dent F. King Alexander said. “It has 
never looked better.” 

Revealed at the design depart- 
ment’s annual model building show 
yesterday, the 100 to one scale mod- 
el depicts-every inch. of the CSULB 
campus with Google Map-like preci- 
sion. The model, which was complet- 
ed just three days ago, will soon be 
placed in the Office of the President. 
Once there; students and visitors alike 
will be able to gaze down on the ex- 


SRWC to

New video monitors 
will display fitness 
class options.

The Student Recreation and Well- 
ness Center is scheduled to be upgrad- 
ed with new graphics and video moni- 
tors by the end of the month, two years 
after its grand opening. 

During the first week of school, the 
walls of the SRWC had been decorated 
with graphics of silhouettes perform- 
ing different fitness tasks. The graph- 
ics have since been removed because 
they were peeling off the walls. 

Now, students from Cal State Long 
Beach’s design department are creat- 
ing new graphics for the SRWC, in- 
corporating photos of students in the 
graphics. 

Also, new video monitors to_be add- 
ed in the SRWC will cycle advertise- 
ments every seven seconds, showing 
650,000 ads per day. These monitors 
will display advertisements for classes 
at the SRWC, sports teams: and intra- 
mural sports. They will also showcase 
notable alumni, such as Olympian

- design 242. The showcase illustrated 


each stage of the entire model building 
process. It started with Adair’s very 
own cluttered desk, which included 
coffee cups, to-do lists and a variety 
of tools, and ended with the intricate 
finished product. 

_ However, for the first time in the 
history of this event, the classes from 
last fall and spring both donated their 
final projects to CSULB. The projects 
were one to eight scale models of the 
recently built Student Recreation and 
Wellness Center and Hall of Science, 
respectively. 

Every year, students in design 242 
have to work together to build a small- 
scale replica of a building on campus. 
To ensure that the assignment was 
practical, Adair made the instructions 
purposefully vague. 

“T give the students a problem and 


_let them figure out how to Solve it,” 


Adair said. “They work together to 
delegate deadlines and specific assign- 
ments.” 

The SRWC model was done largely 
by hand, including the intricate brick- 
work and tiny treadmills. There were 
even miniature people on the basket- 
ball courts.

“T think it’s going to increase the 
overall appearance of the [SRWC] and 
put more Beach pride in the campus,” 
Associated Students, Inc. Vice Presi- 
dent Jonathon Bolin said, 

The changes are funded by approxi- 
mately $6 million that CSULB has 
saved in construction costs from the 
SRWC. The additions will cost $53,000, 
according to Dave Edwards, director of 
the University Student Union. 

The savings, which resulted from 
the economic downturn and the 
SRWC’s costing less than originally 
projected, can only be spent on the 
SRWC, Edwards said. 

The screens and graphics were in- 
tended inclusions when the SRWC first 
opened but were later left out so the 
facility could open sooner, according

to Edwards. 

The renovations are being coordi- 
nated by. the USU Board of Trustees, 
who approved them in July. 

The ASI Senate also approved the 
renovations last week, voting unani- 
mously in favor of them. The previous 
week however, the senators voted to 
postpone the vote on the SRWC proj- 
ect. The reason for this, according to 
Senator Manuel Nieto, was because 
senators did not have all the informa- 
tion on the project, only the cost of it. 

“This isn’t about graphics,” ASI 
President John Haberstroh said in re- 
sponse to the approval of the renova- 
tions. “It’s about the relationship be- 
tween the Senate and the USU [Board 
of Trustees]. It’s about communica- 
tion and this is a step in the right di- 
rection.”

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Dining halls change food 
service, increase wait time 


Students complain of 
standing in line for 
too long.

Long lines and new serving sched- 


-ules have some dorm residents strug- 


gling to get their money’s worth at the 
dining halls. 

This semester, the 49er Shops ad- 
justed the menus and food services at 
the Parkside and Hillside College din- 
ing halls, according to Carol Roberts- 
Corb, director of housing and residen- 
tial life at Cal State Long Beach. 

Christine Phu, associate director for 
administrative and financial services for 
housing and residential life, said the din- 
ing hall’s new chef is trying new dishes. 

“The. food is now made to order, 
so the time going through the line de- 
pends on what the students want,” Phu 
said. “The dining hall themes changed 
to add new things. One side has [inter- 
national food].” 

Phu said she asked students for feed- 
back on what they eat and think, which 
helps raise important issues at dining 
hall meetings. 

According to Phu, students’ feed- 
back has been generally positive. 

“Students really like the changes 
they’ve seen,” she said. “The new food, 
menu and made-to-order option [have] 


improved the quality of the food.” 

Phu added that a common com- 
plaint about the new changes is the 
long line. 

“There always has to be a little wait 
if [the food] is made to order,” she said. 

Phu has met with Melissa Devan, 


.the director of dining services, to dis- 


cuss ways to improve the wait time for 
meals. She said they are considering 
using line dividers. 

Before the renovation, students eat- 
ing at the dining halls could stop by a 
self-serve bar featuring daily specialty 
foods such as Mexican, Asian and Ital- 
ian food. 

“You could get more food at the bar, 
and it was easier than waiting in line,” 
Conny Ha, a sophomore pre-nursing 
major, said. 

Students said the wait time for food 
depends on the time and day. 

“The wait of the line is ridiculous,” 
sophomore film major Eddie Locks 
said. “Dinner is bad. It could take 20 to 
30 minutes standing in line.” 

Sophomore computer science ma- 
jor Forest Turner and senior business 
major Cole Niemerow said they are 
pleased with the changes in the dining 
halls this semester. 

Unlike Locks and Ha, Turner and 
Niemerow haven’t had to wait in line 
long because they avoid the usual times 
students eat. 

Niemerow also said he noticed the 
increased hours of the dining halls. 
Closing hours for the dining halls has

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Suspicious 
package 
causes scare 


University Police 
closed off the Beach 
Hut as well as the 
area out front.

A suspicious package prompted a 
partial evacuation of the Beach Hut and 
Academic Services building yesterday. 

According to University Police Ser- 
geant Keith Caires, police received the 
call from Beach Hut staff at 1:13 p.m 
and were dispatched to the scene. 

Caires said that the officers turned 
their radios off to ensure that no radio 
frequency could detonate the package. 

While investigating, police per- 
formed an evacuation of all students 
and staff in the AS building who were 
in “direct line of sight to the package.” 

However, during the event, a student 
came to claim the suspicious package. 

The package belonged to senior com- 
munications major Jon Nguyen: Nguyen 
said the package was a present for some- 
one in his fraternity and that he had left it 
at the Beach Hut after eating lunch. 

Nguyen said he later realized he had 
forgotten the package and was shocked 
to find that the University Police had 
closed off the Beach Hut. 

At 2:01 p.m., University Police began 
to remove the caution tape. 


Professor 
finds hate: 
note on car 


Other beach visitors 
got similar messages.

Coming back from a stroll on the 
beach, Griselda Suarez and her fam- 
ily found a slip of yellow paper on 
their car’s windshield, and at first they 
thought it was a citation. 

But it wasn’t a citation — it was a 
note. 

“You Mexicans took over Cherry 
Beach — (No white people allowed),” 
the note read. “Now you invade our 
beach. Go back to Baja, wetbacks.” 

Suarez, a Chicano and Latino studies 
professor at Cal State Long Beach, and 
her family were just a few of the Bel- 
mont Shore visitors to find hate notes on 
their cars during labor day on Sept. 3, 
something that the Long Beach Police 
Department is calling “an isolated and 
random incident.” 

“T was shocked that someone was 
staking out the parking lot to leave 
notes,” Suarez said. “Having to trans- 
late the notes to my mom was hard.” 

Another of the notes read, “The 
Mexicans invaded this beach now — 
sad.” 

A statement released by the LBPD 
described the note as a racial slur that 
did not contain “direct or specific 
threats.” The LBPD also “determined 
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Jon Nguyen claims his package, which was suspected to. have been a bomb, in front of the Beach Hut. 
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Professor Griselda Suarez said the incident should be considered a 
crime by the Long Beach Police Department. 


that no crime occurred in this incident.” 

Suarez said she was saddened and 
frustrated by the lack of interest from 
the LBPD. 

“This should be considered a hate 
crime,” Suarez said, “because I was tar- 
geted, and it was personally put on my 
property.” 

Suarez said the population of Bel- 
mont Shore’s visitors was very diverse 
the day she found the note. 

As a Belmont Shore resident, Suarez 
said she hopes that these hateful notes 
will not keep other Latinos from fre- 
quenting the beach. 

“Tt won’t stop me from going back to 
‘that beach,” Suarez said. “I can see how 
it will keep other [Latinos] from going 
back to that same beach.” 

Suarez said she looks to turn this 
negative experience into a positive 
learning opportunity for herself and 
her students. She said she can relate the 
experience directly to her teaching of 
Chicano and Latino Studies. 

“As an educator, I can bring. [the 
note] to class and educate my students 
on how racism is active and still part 
of our community,” Suarez said. “This 
will only make me more passionate 


about ethnic studies and why it is so im- 
portant to have at the university.” 

University Police Captain Scott 
Brown said if something like this hap- 
pened at CSULB, the University Po- 
lice’s priority would be to provide sup- 
port. 

“The [University Police’s] first goal 

would be to support those affected and 
provide them with ... information on 
campus and community-based sup- 
port resources,” Brown said. “Officers 
would begin an investigation into the 
matter and refer it on to our investiga- 
tions unit for any necessary follow- 
up.” 
Brown said that because CSULB 
has its own set of regulations regard- 
ing behavior, if a member of the cam- 
pus community made such statements, 
then other departments, like the Office 
of Equity and Diversity and Judicial Af- 
fairs, would have to handle the matter 
as well. 

The Long Beach Police Department 
is asking anyone with information re- 
garding this incident to contact the Vio-

HALLs 
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has changed from 7:30 to 8 p.m., and 
breakfast was also given an extra 
thirty minutes, now beginning at 7 
and ending at 10 a.m. 

Brian Roh, an international stu- 
dent, said that last semester a 30-min- 


ute break between classes provided 
plenty of time to eat at the dining 
halls, but now there’s no use in even 
trying with that short of a break. 

“T hate the wait, because when I 
have classes I don’t want to be late, 
but I have to eat,” Roh said. “If they 
had more workers and assigned them 
to stations, the line would go by much 
faster.” 
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“Most students don’t realize how 
much work and patience it takes to put 
together an entire building model,” 
Guerra said. : 

Adair said he agrees that the entire 
process is very meticulous. He used 
Legos to recreate the smokestacks next 
to the stairs that lead to upper campus 
and cellophane to give the SRWC’s 
pool a lifelike shimmer. 

“It’s all about the illusion,” Adair 
said. “What takes 30 seconds to de- 
scribe can take 100 hours to do.” 

The model will be on display in the 
Duncan Anderson Gallery until Sept. 
20, Monday through Friday from 9 
a.m. to 5 p.m.

Former CSULB geography professor loses battle with cancer

Gary Peters taught at 
CSULB for 30 years 
before moving on to 
Chico State.

Gary Peters, who served as chair of 
the College of Liberal Arts at-Cal State 
Long Beach, died on Friday. He was 71 
years old. 

Peters was also a geography profes- 
sor and chair of the geography depart- 
ment at CSULB, but his legacy in the 
geography department lived on years 
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after he left in 1999. He then continued 
teaching and fulfilled his faculty early 
retirement program at his alma mater 
school, Chico State University. 

Peters was diagnosed with bladder 
cancer in September 1999. He under- 
went chemotherapy twice and went into 
remission both times before it returned 
again and ended his battle. 

“Every day was a very exceptional 
experience,” his wife, Carol Peters, 
said. “He’s the most brilliant person.” 

Peters came to CSULB in 1971 with 
hopes of becoming a professor, hav- 
ing already served in the Navy and 
attended Penn State University, where 
he earned his master’s and doctorate 
degrees in geography. 

Judith Tyner, a CSULB profes- 
sor Emerita who worked with Peters, 
said subjects that drew close to Pe- 


ters’ heart included the geography of 
viticulture — which focuses on wine- 
making — and population geography. 
Peters even brought his passion of the 
wine country to the geography depart- 
ment. 

“Tt was a harmonious department ... 
we as a group socialized together,” said 
Tyner, who worked with Peters since he 
started teaching at CSULB. “When he 
was a chair, faculty meetings always 
had wine and cheese. That’s probably 
why we were so harmonious.” 

Peters published a number of books 
and articles while teaching at CSULB, 
including “American Winescapes: The 
Cultural Landscapes Of America’s 
Wine Country” and “Biographical Dic- 
tionary of Geography.” 

“He was publishing more than any- 
one else in the department,” Tyner said. 


“At least every year he would have 
something published.” 

Other than reading and writing, Pe- 
ters also had a love for travel and dis- 
covering the land that the world has to 
offer, his wife said. Peters took every 
travel opportunity available with his 
wife and two children. 

“He was always our travel guide,” 
she said. “The kids, he and I have been 
to Europe 17 times. [Our] summers 
were spent traveling.” 

Dean Fairbanks, chair of the geog- 
raphy and planning department at Chi- 
co State, said everyone was shocked 
when Peters passed away. 

“He was an extremely kind guy and 
really helpful,” Fairbanks said. 

Peters is survived by his wife and 
their two children, Erica Poppen, 39, 
and Jason Lynn Peters, 41.

Fans of the show or the extremely 
popular comic book series will im- 
mediately recognize the locations de- 
picted in the new maze. The hospital 
where main character Rick Grimes 
wakes up from-his coma is the first 
section of the maze, and the iconic 
hospital door with the words “Don’t 
Open, Dead Inside,” can be seen on 
the way through the halls. 

The characters from the television 
show do not make many appearances 


in the maze, which was a deliberate 
decision by creative director John 
Murdy. ; 

“The idea is that you are the sur- 
vivors,” Murdy said. “If a character 
shows up with a gun saying ‘I’m a 
cop,’ it’s not going to be as scary.” 

A few characters from the show 
will make a cameo at one point in the 
maze, but if you’re not looking care- 
fully, you may miss them. 

“They'll look a lot like the walkers 


but the difference will be that they’re 


carrying axes,” Murdy said. 

Murdy said he and the rest of the 
creative team were excited to choose 
which scenes from the show to feature 
in the maze. ota ; 

“It’s like a greatest hits album of 
scares,” Murdy said. 

Another scene, involving a zombie 
walker devouring a deer carcass, took 
a lot more work than expected. 

“You can’t just go online and-say ‘I 
need a dead deer carcass with three ar- 
rows in it and its throat ripped out,” 
Art Director Chris Williams said. “We 
ended up attaching an actual taxider- 
mied deer head to a fiberglass deer 
body.” 

Everything in the maze was built by

hand, even some of the more elaborate 
structures, such as a giant tank with 
a dead soldier hanging out of it. Fans 
of the show will recognize the scene, 
which is so impressive that it may 
distract visitors from the performers 
hiding in the shadows and waiting to 
scare the pants off of them. 

“You have to hit them in their pe- 
ripheral vision,” Williams said. “That 
way, they don’t see it coming until it’s 
too late.” 

The maze requires close to 42 per- 
formers in full makeup at one time.

Hundreds of facial prosthetics are 
needed just for this maze alone. Con- 
sidering that the actors also have to 
take breaks just like any other job, this 
production takes alot of work. 

“On the show, the makeup takes 
four hours; we only have 20 minutes,” 
Murdy said. “We also have to train 
every actor, which can get a bit crazy. 
By the end of this week, we’ ll look like 
the walking dead.” 

“The Walking Dead: Dead Inside’. 
opens on Sept. 21 and runs until Oct. 
31.

The senior forward 
earned her first 
career hat trick in 
LBSU’s win over North 
Texas.

When the Long Beach State women’s 
soccer team traveled to the Lone Star 
state over the weekend, it found that ev- 
erything — the crowds, the losses, the 
victories — is bigger in Texas. 

After enduring a 3-0 beatdown to 
Texas A&M in front of nearly 2,000 
fans Friday night, the 49ers relied on 
a hat trick from Nadia Link to defeat 
North Texas 3-2 in overtime on Sunday. 

No. 16 LBSU (5-2) lost its nation- 
ally televised matchup to No. 14 Texas 
A&M (5-1) in undramatic fashion, sur- 
rendering two goals in the first half be- 
fore giving up a third late in the game. 

Texas A&M’s Annie Kunz started 
the scoring for the Aggies in the 3lst 
minute, when she received a pass from 
midfielder Leigh Edwards and hit the 
back of the net from six yards out. For- 
ward Kelley Monogue built upon the 
lead with a goal of her own in the 43rd 
minute, a strike from the arch of the 
penalty box that was assisted by for- 
ward Catalina Clavijo. 

After the halftime break, the ‘Niners 
got back to playing the way that earned 
them.a national ranking. It didn’t show 
up on the scoreboard, however, as shots 
by forward Nadia Link and each of the 
Nelson sisters failed to get past goal- 
keeper Jordan Day. Texas A&M then

delivered the dagger in the 86th minute 
when Kunz scored her second goal of 
the game. — 

Looking to’ end a two-game losing 
streak on the road, LBSU returned to 
action the following Sunday morning 
against North Texas. 

Link got the 49ers ahead early with 
a goal in the 12th minute and scored 
again in the 24th. She was assisted by 
midfielder Kelsey Wilson both times. 

LBSU couldn’t hold the 2-0 lead 
though, as North Texas defender Kelsey 
Hodges scored ten minutes before half- 
time and midfielder Karla Pineda tied 
it up half an hour later. Despite several 
scoring opportunities later in the sec- 
ond half, the ‘Niners couldn’t grab the 
lead in regulation and were forced to 


play their third overtime of the season. 

The 49ers, who had emerged victori- 
ous in each of the previous two over- 
time matches, nearly suffered their first 
loss as goalkeeper Marrina Meyers had 
to make two saves in the first five min- 
utes to keep the game going. She wasn’t 
needed for much longer, however, as 
Link came through with her fourth goal 
of the season in the 97th minute. Taken 
off a pass from midfielder Eileen Maes 


from inside the box, Link sealed the 


win for the 49ers and earned her first 
career hat trick. 

LBSU returns to California this 
weekend for a pair of games in the Cal 
State Fullerton Under Armour Invi- 
tational. The ‘Niners will face Texas 
Tech on Friday and Army on Sunday.
